Nine Souls Out of One [Hun-
dred and Twenty-Nine
Saved.

Boston, April 5. —A special to the Her-
ald from Halifax, received late last night,
says the Sieamer Daniel Steinmann struck
about ten o'clock Thursday night on the
bead rock shoal about 200 yards distant
from Sambro Light, during a terrific gaie
and dense fog BShe immediately backed
off and the vext moment siruck on the
Gardner shoal. Ao immense hole was
knocked in ber botton, so speedily filling
her with water that she went down in =
few minutes. So far as is at present known
but one life boat was launched, but how
many it first cootained is not koown.
About midnight the men on Sambro island
